MINUTES OF A REGULAR MEETING OF THE 
FACULTY SENATE HELD ON MAY 3, 1974, 

IN CONFERENCE ROOM #729, SEVENTH FLOOR, 
UNIVERSITY LIBRARY 


The meeting was called to order at 2:10 p.m. by President Elliott, who presided. 

Present: President Elliott, Provost Bright, Registrar Houser, Birnbaum for 

Feffer, Boswell, Cassidy, Cottrell, Eisenberg, Fox, Harris, Hill, Hobbs, 

Holland for Vaill, Linden, Metivier for Linton, Morgan, Naeser, Schiff, 

Schmidt, Schwoerer, Solomon, Stevens, Tillman, Tsangaris, and Wood. 

Absent: Albert, Black, Brenner, Brown, Burns, Grub, Kramer, Liebowitz, Meltzer, 

Nash, Sapin, Schwartz, and Smith. 

The minutes of the regular meeting of April 12, 1974, were approved as distributed. 

Under Old Business, Professor Naeser reported that the Professional Ethics and Academic — ' — 
Freedom Committee had no recommendations to submit at this meeting on Resolution 73/7, 

"A Resolution Approving Revisions to the Faculty Code and Ordinances," but would 
resume consideration of this matter at the next regularly-scheduled meeting of the 
Senate on September 13, 1974. Professor Stevens inquired about the possibility of 
having a "style committee" appointed during the summer for the purpose of preparing a 
copy of the proposed Code revision incorporating all modifications approved thus far 
by the Senate. Professor Naeser responded that a subcommittee could be appointed for 
that purpose. 

Professor Hobbs, on behalf of the Physical Facilities Committee, moved adoption of 
Resolution 74/4, "A Resolution Suggesting Coordinated Planning for the Bicentennial 
Celebration in 1976," and Professor Stevens seconded. Professor Hobbs stated that the 
committee did not want in any way to put itself in the role of directing the bicentennial 
activity nor did the committee wish to imply that this activity be construed as a purely 
"physical" effort as there were many aspects to it. He said it was the committee's 
hope that an appropriate body would be appointed to develop a plan for the Bicentennial 
Celebration, whereupon the Physical Facilities Committee would stand ready to assist. A 
discussion followed by Professors Harris, Hill, Schwoerer, Hobbs, Solomon, Fox, and 
Stevens. President Elliott called attention to the fact that some months ago he had 
designated the Senate Committee on Public Ceremonies as the coordinating body for 
bicentennial activities although, thus far, the University had been unsuccessful in its 
overtures to the D. C. Bicentennial Commission and the National Bicentennial Commission 
for definitive responses as to what their plans might be and how GWU might fit in with 
those plans. Without benefit of more information, the President said he was reluctant 
to commit personnel, time, and funds to bicentennial activities but thought the resolution 
was in order and that it would be appropriate to appoint a group of interested members 
of the University community to develop plans. The question was called, the motion put 
and carried unanimously. 

President Elliott reported on the status of Resolution 73/8, "A Resolution Concerning 
Periodic Review of Administrative Officials Having Direct Authority Over Academic Programs," 
by reading the following letter:

After 
discussion and upon recommendation of the President, 
the Executive Committee voted not to approve the request.

The President said the resolution did not seem to him to be in the best interest of 
the University as he had previously indicated in the discussion of it during the 
past year. Professor Stevens asked the floor for Professor Kirsch who stated that the 
basic idea of the resolution was very important and urged the Senate to direct the 
appropriate committee to reintroduce it. Further discussion followed by Professors 
Harris, Kirsch, Provost Bright, and President Elliott. 


On behalf of the Executive Committee, Professor Stevens moved the nomination for member- 
ship on the various committees as presented in the agenda: 


(a) Nomination for appointment by the President to the following committees: Committee 

on University Bookstore : Edwin Timbers, Chairman, Chei-Min Paik, and Salvatore R. 

Paratore: Committee on University Parking : Carol R. St. Cyr; Academic Forum : A. E. 

Claeyssens, Editor-in-Chief, Roderick S. French, and Ellwood A. Smith 

(b) Nomination for appointment by the Board of Trustees to the following committees: 

Trustees' Committee on Academic Affairs : Reuben E. Wood; Trustees' Committee on 

Studen t A f fairs : Peter P. Hill 

(c) Nomination for election of Miss Lynn Distelhorst, student, to the Public Ceremonies 
Committee , and nomination for election of Mr. Glenn Smith, student, to the Physical 
Facilities Committee 


Professor Schiff asked permission to make an additional nomination from the floor. The 
Chair granted such permission and Professor Schiff, who will be on sabbatical leave during 
the fall semester, nominated David L. Atkins, Assistant Professor of Biology, to the 
Joint Committee of Faculty and Students to serve as his replacement on that committee. 
There were no other nominations and the entire slate, together with the nomination from 
the floor, was elected unanimously. 
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Under Brief Statements, Professor Stevens announced that the Review Committee's report 
on amendments to the Faculty Organization Plan would be distributed to the faculty on or 
about August 15th and would appear as an item of business on the agenda for the Faculty 
Assembly meeting on Wednesday, September 4, 1974. 


Professor Solomon, on behalf of the Fiscal Planning and Budgeting Committee, submitted 
its interim report for distribution to the faculty. He stated that the report concerned 
budget and expenditure data covering a four-year period from 1971-72 through 1974-75, and 
he further stated that the budget summaries had been prepared with the outstanding cooper- 
ation and assistance from President Elliott and Mr. Johnson. (The Operating Budget Sum- 
maries, Exhibits A & B, and accompanying memorandum, are attached hereto and made a part 
of these minutes by reference herein.) 


Professor Cassidy informed the Senate that one of its new members. Dr. Halla Brown, 
recently sustained serious injuries in an automobile accident and was hospitalized in 
The George Washington University Hospital. Professor Cassidy expressed the sentiment of 
the Senate in extending to Dr. Brown and her family its concern and wishes for her well- 
being.

Memorandum to Members of the Full-time Faculty (Excluding the Medical Center) 


Recently the Faculty Senate established a permanent Committee on 
Planning and Budgeting. The role of this committee is to provide a 
channel of communication between the faculty and the Office of Planning 
and Budgeting, so that there will be a formal mechanism for faculty 
input into the budget process. 

As a first step it seemed appropriate to have a report prepared 
for distribution to the faculty which would delineate budget and ex- 
pense data over a four year time frame — the previous two years, the 
current year and the next year. The attached Exhibit A is the first 
effort at such a report and covers the years 1971-72 through 1974-75. 
You will note that it is broken down by the various broad categories 
of activities represented in the University budget. Exhibit B is a 
further breakdown of the 1974-75 budget by categories of expense. 

The Committee would like to emphasize that this report should 
be viewed as a first iteration and care should be given to interpreta- 
tion of the data. Please note that this first report does not include 
program information. Data such as that provided may not be responsive 
to each individual's particular area of interest. After you have had 
an opportunity to study this material, if you have any questions or 
desire further explanation of it, please submit your request in writing 
to me. This will avoid the duplication of answers to the same or 
similar questions. In addition, if there are other data which you 
would like to have included in future reports, please specify that 


as well.
